Asserting that no epidemic in re­ 
cent years caused more anxiety than 
that of infantile paralysis last Bum­ 
mer, and that the history of the 1907 
epidemic and other records give rea­ 
son to fear extensive recurrences of 
the disease during the next two years. 
Dr. II. M. Bracken, executive officer 
of the state board of health, sought 
to emphasize the Importance of the 
board’s request to legislature for an 
annual appropriation of $13,000 with 
which to combat

during 1917 and 1918, today. 
It is proposed to use the money to 
prevent permanent deformity of chil­ 
dren attacked by tile 
disease 
last

should it again become prevalent. 
“ Investigations show the need of 
the 
proposed 
preventative 
work 
among the already paralyzed chil­ 
dren who constitute a great h um ani­ 
tarian and economic problem,’’ said 
Dr. Bracken. 
“ Poliomyelitis, or so-called Infan­ 
tile paralysis, leaves behind 
it. 
in 
many cases, a paralysis which is of 
itself disabling, and which if ne 
Iacted or badly treated, often leads 
to serious and disabling deformities 
“General figures show’ no leg* than 
27,000 cases of the diseases reported 
in the country last year. 
The fatali­ 
ty Im rated at about 
26 
per 
cent 
About 65 per cent 
of 
the 
patient 
showed a serious paralysis of one or 
both lower limbs and were unable to 
walk and 19 per cent more were par­ 
tially paralyzed in the legs although 
still able to walk. 
“ These deformities are preventable 
and treatment fails mostly in the a f ­ 
fectations of the spine and shoulder. 
Muscles in most cases are weakened 
rather than totally paralyzed and the 
fact of many of them 
depends 
on 
whether in the drat year they are 
protected from fatigue and stretch ­ 
ing and are carefully exercised, mas­ 
saged and, if, need be, supported u n ­ 
der which favorable conditions they 
will recover, or whether 
the 
chil­ 
dren are allowed to develop muscular 
strength and without careful therap­ 
eutic supervision, In which case the 
muscles are not likely to recover and 
deformities are liable to result. 
“ If a modern industrial enterprise 
had to meet the problem of treating 
these children properly now or car­ 
rying them through life as depend­ 
ents, there would be no doubt about 
the financial and economic aspect of 
the ^natter and prompt care would he 
provided. 
We are in hopes the leg­ 
islature will recognize the Import­ 
ance of the subject and provide ac­ 
cordingly,’' 
Dr. Bracken maintains that perm­ 
anent deformities ran be avoided In a 
great number of cases by proper med­ 
ical treatment given in good time.

POWER TO PROTECT CITIZENS 


Opinion Prevails In Official Quarter*: 


That Wilson Will Ask Authority to 


Defend Americans and Their Ships 


From Illegal Submarine Attacks. 


Washington, 
Feb. 20.—There 
are 
strong indications that unless some 
sensational development 
precipitates 
immediate action President Wilson's 
next step in the crisis with Germany 
will be postponed until a few days be­ 
fore congress adjourns for the session, 
a week from next Sunday. 
The belief still is prevalent in offi­ 
cial quarters and at the Capitol that 
the president intends to ask congress 
for authority to protect Americans and 
their ships from illegal submarine at­ 
tacks and that he will addrest a joint 
meeting of the senate and house be­ 
fore March 4. 
Administration 
leaders are 
satis­ 
fied that if such power is sought it 
will bo given. The minority contention 
is that the executive now has the 
power to use the nation's armed forces 
short of w’ar and that if necessary 
the new congress could be called into 
session quickly. 
Demands that some way be found 
for relieving the congestion at Atlan­ 
tic ports resulting from the holding 
of American and other neutral ihips 
in ports are pouring in at the White 
House and the executive departments.

Each president’s manner of 
farewell depended upon his tem pera­ 
ment or upon his success in office 
W ashington and John Adams and Jef­ 
ferson all said farewell with gladness 
In their hearts, for each of these was 
well along in life at the time, and each 
was glad to lay down the formalities 
of public office. 
John Quincy Adams, like his father 
before him, did not walt to w itness the 
inauguration of ids successor. 
Thomas 
Jefferson, after two terms in the W hite 
House, said. with tears iii his eyes, 
that he was glad beyond expression to 
return to the “clover fields of his farm 
at Monticello." 
Andrew 
Jackson 
left 
the 
W hite 
House without regret Not that he was 
tired of serving ids country, but that 
age was creeping upon him nm! the 
mental and physical strain of public 
life was beginning to tell upon his gen­ 
eral health. 
President Ynn Buren left the W hite 
House on foot, becoming thus of a sud­ 
den once more nu ordinary citizen, the 
transition taking place with as much 
apparent indifference as was his com­ 
ing to the W hite House. 
An Albany 
newspaper of the tim e relate* that “on 
Monday, Mardi I, a large number of 
the Democracy called upon Mr. Van 
Buren and were received by him in the 
celebrated east room, where lie bid 
them farewell. 
Lie walked down the 
avenue today (March 4) as unconcern­ 
ed as tile most humble spectator in tilt* 
crowd.” 
President Tyler, before leaving tile 
W hite House, engaged quarters ut a 
W ashington hotel and, ufter welcom ­ 
ing 
his 
successor, 
President 
Polk. 
drove to his temporary home with Mrs 
Tyler. President Johnson, beset by en 
cm ie s whose attacks had continued to 
harass him all during ids term of office. 
left the W hite House with feelings of 
deep relief. Reporters of that day tell 
us how, on tile fid of March, 18(2). the 
day before General Grant cam e to the 
White House, "at 12 o'clock President 
Johnson'* private reception room was 
thrown open to un im m ense throng of 
visitors. The 
president 
was in 
the 
room ami shook hands with all the vis­ 
itors, many of whom seemed much af­ 
fected, being personal friends.” 
When President H ayes took his de­ 
parture from the W hite House he re­ 
mained for a short time in W ashington 
as the guest of Senator Sherman, sec­ 
retary of the treasury, and of Mr. Sut­ 
ton.

Harrison's lcavetuklng his daughter. 
Mrs. McKee, held a farewell reception 
The majority of the presidents have 
accompanied their successors to the 
capitol to be sworn in. departing after 
ward in their own private carriage* 
Many of them later revisited the White 
House, but tile most striking of these 
revisits were those of President Grant 
and Benjamin Harrison. 
It was more 
than tw elve years after ids second term 
thnt Grant paid his visit to the W hite 
House, 
it was during President Ar­ 
thur's term. 
He urriveu 
there un 
announced und was wandering about 
tile building renewing old acquaint 
(luces, when lie was taken in hand by 
rhomas Peudel, the head doorkeeper, 
who had occupied the sam e position 
during the Grant administration. 
While President McKinley was the 
tenant of the White House he was one 
day approached by one of the ushers. 
who said; “Mr. President. ei-PresUlent 
Harrison is in the east room Just to 
look urouud and says not to disturb 
you.” 
Mr. McKinley nt the time was 
holding a cabinet meeting, which he 
instantly adjourned and went to the re 
ceptiou room to welcome General liar 
riaon and his wife.
